1. The BLM's multiple use and sustained yield mission is to sustain the health and 
productivity of the public lands for the use and enjoyment of present and future 
generations. We accomplish this by managing public lands for uses as diverse as the lands 
themselves. 

2. The mission of the USFS is to sustain the health, diversity, and productivity of the 
Nation’s forests and grasslands to meet the needs of present and future generations. 

3. Public input is key to sound decision making. Public involvement will be welcomed in 
future land use planning and NEPA analyses as the agencies implement the modified 
proclamation.
